U. S. Ship

Investigation Begins 
On Still Burning 
Freighter Tierce* 


YOKOHAMA, Japan-<J»—Surviv- 


ors of four mysterious explosions 
at sea that blasted sheets of flame 
through the American 
freighter 


President Pierce lande'd here to- 
day with tales of heroism, panic 
and a sailor's ordeal by fire and 
icy waves. 


Fire still smouldered in one hold 


of the Pierce as an investigation 
was started. 
Investigators said 


there was no suspicion of sabotage. 


One of the three seriously in 


jured crewmen, Seaman Earlwyn 
Jocoy, 24, said he was knocked 
unconscious by one blast and came 
to on deck, his clothes blazing. 


A human torch, he ran to the 


side and dived into the icy Pacific. 
He watched in horror as the 
Pierce moved on and almost out 
of sight. 


Plucked From Sea 


Then it turned around and start- 


ed back. 
Jocoy, chilled to the 


bone and almost despairing of his 
life, threshed the water wildly to 
attract attention. 


He was plucked out of the' sea 


and returned to the still-blazing 
ship after nearly two agonizing 
hours in the salt water. 


A small boat from the naval 


transport Barrett- summoned by 
an SOS, bobbed up and down on 
20-foot waves and removed the 
nine American passengers, Jocoy 
and two other injured crewmen, 
and a fourth crewman suffering 
from pneumonia.

fire, an explosion reduced the brick 
building to rubble. 


Twelve Killed 


Twelve men were torn to bits.

The tribunal in Bordeaux early

death and 13 others 
to prison 


terms ranging from

years for their part in the war- 
.ime massacre of 642 villagers of 
Oradour-Sur-Glane, France. 


One German also 
received 
a 


death sentence, five were given 
orison terms and another was ac- 
quitted. 


In addition to the 21 Alsatians 


and Germans tried in person in 
Bordeaux, the court sentenced to 
death in absentia 25 other former 
members—all Germans — of the 
S S division. 


The people of this 
Rhineland 


area contended that their fellow 
Alsatians in the case 
should be 


dealt with leniently because they 
had been forced into the German 
service. Today, a» the court find- 
ngs were announced, indignation 
spread through the press and in 
government assemblies. 


The verdiot was unjust, said the 


Catholic newspaper Le Nouvel Al- 
sacion, "because our citizens w*»r« 
pushed into the horrible mael- 


strom in violation of international 
law and the rights of people." 


Wires Protest 


"We can't, accept the verdict be- 


cause it gives the 
impression in 


the entire world that our soldiers, 
forcibly incorporated in the Ger- 
man Army, were mainly responsi- 
ble for the massacre of Oradour," 
the paper said. 


Pierre Pflimlin, Catholic mem- 


ber of tKe National Assembly and 
former French Cabinet member, 
wired a protest to FYcnch Defense 
Minister Rene Pleven in Paris. 


Town and county councils moved 


to take up the case nnd a Stras- 
bourg official said 
"the 
protest 


movement was only just begun." 


Only six townspeople 
survived 


the Orndour-Sur-Glane carnage, in 
which the German 
commander 


shot down all the men in sight, 
herded the women nnd children in- 
to the village church, slew them 
there and then burned the village.

Fire Dept. 
Assailed in 
Home Flood 


Out of Realm of 
Our Responsibility, 
Department Replies 
A Dixon couple today 


charged the Dixon fire de- 
partment with failure to an- 
swer an "emergency call" 
when their basement home 
flooded. 


Mr. and Mrs. R. L. Feldkirchner, 


now residing at 711 First St., told 
a Telegraph; reporter that the city 
fire department declined to answer 
their call when the basement of 
their unfinished home in Shore 
Acres flooded during a heavy rain 
the night of Feb. 5. 


"Outside Our Bealm" 


A fire department spokesman, 


contacted today by a Telegraph 
reporter, said refusal to answer the 
call was made on the grounds that 
the aid sought was outside the 
realm of department responsibility. 


Dixon Police Officer A. R. Wil- 


son, who investigated 
the flood, 


said that an unfilled ditch, used 
in laying water pipes to the base- 
ment, flooded first. 


Pressure from the water appar- 


ently caused a seepage into.a cess- 
pool on the property, flooding the 
basement when water backed in 
through toilet facilities and a base- 
ment drain. 


According to Mrs. Feldkirchner. 


the couple had moved all of their 
furniture into the basement home 
intending to live there until they 
could construct upper-story living 
quarters. 


The call to the fire department 


was made about midnight, fire- 
men said. 


Issue Statement 


The Feldkirchners. in a s'tate- 


ment to the Telegraph, said: 


"The fire department declared 


this as no emergency. 
Our base- 


ment home was flooded with water 


. . all our worldly possessions 


were in it. 
We even lost all our 


clothes. 


"We called the department to 


help us save it, but it took them an 
hour to decide that there was no 
emergency. In the meantime, we 
had 3 feet of water on all our 
furniture. 


"We finally located a man who 


came with his pumps and helped 
us keep the water down. 


City Attorney'Gerald Jones said 


today that the fire department is 
being unjustly accused in this case. 
He asserted drastic criticism would 
probably be levied should the fire 
department * divert 
fire-fighting 


equipment to pump basements. 


Fire Chief Gail Kcyser said that 


using expensive fire-fighting pumps 
for such purposes would jeopardize 
Dixon's fire-fighting efficiency. 


'Tumping1 basements entails gath- 


ering of ruinous foreign matter into 
the pumping equipment, resulting 
in damage to the pumps," Keyser 
said. 


To pump one flooded cellar would 


make the department obliged to 
pump all flooded basements, he 
continued. 
And that is not the 


purpose 
of 
fire 
fighting 
equip- 


ment, he added. 


City Attorney Jones said that in 


diverting fire engines and person- 
nel for pumping basements, the 
rest of the city is left without prop- 
er facilities to fight fires. 


The Dixon fire department Isn't 


set up with an "emergency" squad, 
often evident in larger communi- 
ties. There are no appropriations 
set aside for that purpose, Jones 
said.

Dulles Hopes to See Signs 
Of Europe Progress Soon 


WASHINGTON—(^P)—Secretary of State Dulles says 


"there is a good chance" for formation of a European Defense 
Community and he hopes "concrete evidence" of progress will 
be forthcoming promptly. 


Dulles gave the report ot his 


impressions of a flying trip to 
European capitals, from which he 
returned Monday, in a radio and 
television broadcast to the nation 
Thursday night. 


Alternative Weak 


He said President Eisenhower 


considers the alternatives to for- 
mation of a European Defense 
Community are weak, and added 
the security of Europe itself and in 
some degree the security of the 
United States against Russia de- 
pend upon success of the under- 
taking. 


Six European 
nations—11 a 1 y, 


France, West Germany, The Neth- 
erlands, Belgium and Luxembourg 
—signed a treaty to create the 
EDC lasl May. Dulles said it was 
then expected this treaty and re- 
lated arrangements for tying it to 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation would be ratified and made 
operative in six months. Ratifica- 
tion is still lacking. 


This has been "disconcerting" to 


the U. S., Dulles said, because 
American security plans are based 
upon eventual inclusion of German 
military strength in the Western 
European defense system. 


In the past seven years, he said, 


this country has contributed 30 bil- 
lion dollars to Europe and sta- 
tioned "tens of thousands of our 
armed forces" there because Euro- 
pean security vitally affects Amer- 
ican security. 


He continued: "But nothing that 


the U. S. can do will ever be 
enough to make Europe safe if it 
s divided into rival national camps.- 


"President Eisenhower himself 


said recently that he was impress- 
ed with the 'feebleness' of alterna- 
tives of the European Defense 
Community." 


Lists Alternatives 


There are at least two theoretical 


alternatives. One would be for the 
U. S. to make direct arrangements 
ror the rearmament of Western 
Germany, though that is considered 
virtually 
impossible because of 


French opposition; and the other 
would be for the U. S. to make new 
plans for a "pheripheral defense" 
built upon bases in England, Spain, 
Greece and other positions outside 
the heait of Europe. 


Dulles has boon pressing for fast- 


er action on KDC so he can justify 
further U. S. aid to European 
forces.

tion of people to America from many lands. None describes 
the reason for such migrations better than Vilhelm Moberg 
in his book, "The Emigrants." In it he presents the dilemma 
of a Swedish couple one hundred years ago as they argue for 
and against coming to this country, in the following fictional 
scene: "They are both of them strong and healthy and ac- 
customed to hard work; and that was all that they need bring 
along: Their ability to work; it was all America asked of 
them.

*New Machines for 1953." In picture and in word-the article 


. Describes the modern farm equipment that has made this na- 
; lion the most productive on earth. 


A field harvester is shown that can handle up to 25 tons 


;of corn or hay silage per hour. Mechanized cottdn-pickers 
• are illustrated along with a sagebrush shredder, various types 
of bailers, harrows, manure spreaders, side-delivery rakes, 
picker-shellers, etc. 'These and countless other labor saving 
machines would cause the early immigrant to gaze in awe 
struck wonder and yet they are the direct result of the com- 
pelling force that drove him to America, the urge to better 
his lot. And they have done just that. They have cut down 
drudgery, increased production and lowered costs.

Price Control That Works 


In ,pne respect at least, the inflationary trend has re- 
. versed itself with a vengeance. As of December 30, 1952, 
•average wholesale meat prices were 20 per cent lower than 
. the levels of August 29, the high point of the year. Declines 
• in some grades of beef at wholesale have been as much as 30 
per cent. 


Meat industry spokesmen report that while lower prices 


at retail aren't the same for all grades and cuts, by watching 
specials you can get more mileage for your meat money than 
you could a short while back. This is especially true if you 
will remember that there is a lot of good meat besides center- 
. cut pork chops or fancy steaks, from top grades of beef. 


The reason for the downward trend in fneat prices is 


. easy to find. It lies in the nature of the meat industry itself 
which is a living example of the working of the law of supply 
! and demand. There are 4,000 plus meat packing companie 
that compete with each other, both for meat animals and 
customers. This widespread two-way competition ensures 
instant response to supply and demand pressures. 


At present there is greater meat production. More beef

I attended, not very long ago, the funeral of a man who had 


been a loud, intolerant advocate of unionism. His spiritual conusel- 
lor and advocate delivered a eulogy In which he told that our departed 
brother had expressed a belief in collective bargaining in dealings 
with God. H« had been unable to believe that the tiny supplications 
of individuals would command the full attention of 
a busy deity. By the thousand or perhaps the mil- 
lion—the preacher did not mention figures but did 
refer to great masses of petition, contrition and 
thanks—God could deal with our prayers efficiently 
and without undue, confusion and strain. It was 
selfish and unreasonable of the Individual to insist 
on individual negotiations. 


It seemed to me that this version of a matter 


that must concern many troubled souls implied 
that we all ought to Join some religious CIO and 
conduct our traffic with the throne through a duly 
We.tbrooii 


authorized bargaining agent. On reflection I .was more deeply dis- 
turbed than I had been at first hearing. 


It is bad enough that we must go to lawyers for guidance and 


engage them to appear in their professional capacity before the seats 
of secular justice. Many of us are compelled to go to attorneys for 
advice in problems of civil conduct even when our moral intentions 
are absolutely pure. 
We consult and pay professional medicine-men 


in the field of Internal Revenue to study the mass of precedents and 
the current whims of the field agents and advise us to the best of 
their fallible wisdom. 
I say "fallible" because the best of them 


often err and their clients pay the penalty when all is said and done. 


The honorable profession of the 


law has complained bitterly of a 
similar condition, blaming the new 
deal Supreme court and the low- 
er courts of the same erratic dis- 
pensation. 
Many profound law- 


yers have told us again 
and 


again these last 15 years, since 
the headstrong jurisprudence of 
the Roosevelt cult • really began 
to roll its loaded dice, that the 
best of them could not give ad- 
vice with confidence any more. 
At best they could but wet a fin- 
ger and hold it to the wind and 
guess what the law might be in a 
given situation at a given time. 


This is bad enough. It certainly 


is bad enough that an honest man 
may be disgraced, humiliated- de- 
prived of his lawful property, the 
fruit of his toil, by the judgment 
of a secular and perhaps hateful 
bureaucracy for an unintentional 
violation of an unclear law. We 
desptsed that phase of Hitlerism, 
but how much worse it is that in 
the court of last resort we must 
entrust our fate to agents claim- 
ing to possess official credentials 
who are clearly competitors and 
at 
odds with one another 
on 


points which permit of no dis- 
agreement. 
' 


I am not a* old as the United 


Stales, allhough, to my surprise, 
I note that I am almost one-third 
as old as my country itself. But 
I feel confidence in saying that 
there is more display of religion 
and more talk about religious free- 
dom today than there has ever 
been before and less tolerance of 
the simple earnest faith of the 
uninstructed soul. 
A few years 


ago a man who is regarded as a 
scholar in religious held me up to 
contempt in a plain matter of 
right or wrong on the ground that 
I was an ignoramus in a subject 
which he called moral theology. 
Ignoramus I was and remain in 
the esoterics which put us igno- 
rant! under pain of hell's fire and 
then warn us that conscience and 


our poor intelligence are unre 
liable and may lead us into fatal 
error. 


I am reminded of professional 


organizers of the CIO who angri- 
ly abuse doubters for clinging to 
their independence but, having 
scared or dragooned them into the 
union, make them submit to con 
ditions far from any relation to 
their understanding of unionism. 
An ill-paid New York seamstress 
who joins Dubinsky's union de- 
serves patient consideration if the 
poor girl says she just can't un 
derstand what right her union has 
to promote Rudolph Halley for 
mayor or to foment bloody riots 
on the docks of Marseilles, France. 


Many persons who may seem to 


resist religion and who thus put 
themselves beyond the pale of the 
pleasant consideration and com- 
fort which members of organized 
religions enjoy, are not irreligious 
or anti-religious at all. I have 
known a few who certainly have 
been as noble in their conduct as 
the average concept of the re- 
ligious churchgoer and his pas- 
tor. 
They pray in their own si 


cere terms. 
They are charitable 


in their judgments of others and 
patient under the obloquy which 
by implication our press and our 
politicians constantly heap upon 
them simply because they have 
not 
found *a bargaining

and

straight fmm God almjghty. 


Their 
individual prayers are 


profoundly 
religious 
and

Prevention of Viral Diseases 
Advances Limit Treatment 


It is only during the last 20. years 


that one has heard much about 
viruses. 
Now ohe hears at every 


hand, "Oh, that's a virus disease," 
but still there is much confusion. 


Unlike the small animal para- 


sites and the germs or bacteria 
which have,been known much long- 
er, viruses are too small to see 
under the usual microscope. Also, 
they grow only inside living cells. 
For ,both these reasons 
viruses 


were discovered later than para- 
sites and have proved difficult to 
study. 


There are a great many diseas- 


es both of human beings and of an- 
imals which are known 
to 
be 


caused by viruses. Theie are al- 
so a number in which a virus is 
suspected as the cause, but has not 
yet been proved to be responsible 
beyond all shadow of doubt. 


Among the 
better-known dis- 


eases of human beings caused by 
viruses are smallpox, yellow fe\er, 
measles. 
influenza 
and polio. 


Among virus diseases which, pri- 
marily or exclusively attack ani- 
mals are rabies or hydrophobia, 
distemper, hog cholera, and New- 
castle disease of poultry. 


Some of the viral diseases of an- 


imals can be contracted by human 
beings, and all of them that at- 
tack animals or poultry used for 
food influence the cost of our mar- 
ket baskets. 


In spite of the comparatively 


short lime during which it 
has 


been possible for scientists to study 
viruses and the disease they cause, 
Considerable progress has 
been 


made. With few exceptions the 
practical advances which have oc- 
curred lie in the field of preven- 


tion rather than treatment. In oth- 
er words, most of our available, 
medicines are not too effective in 
treating the majority of viral dis- 
eases once they have become es- 
tablished. 


Good vaccines aimed at the pre- 


vention of virus diseases have been 
developed for a number of the 
diseases in the veterinary field. 
For example, vaccines are avail- 
able and in use against-hog chol- 
era, canine (dog) distemper, New- 
castle and some other conditions.' 


PRESSING FOLIO PROBLEM 


Progress has gone 'forward also 


with the development of vaccines 
against several of the human viral 
diseases. 
Vaccines are availble' 


against smallpox and yellow fever.' 


One of the most pressing prob- 


lems is to try to develop a vac- 
cine against polio, but this effort 
has come up against many ex- 
tremely difficult 
technical prob- 


lems. 


When such a vaccine may be- 


come available for human use is 
hard lo say, but work on this and 
other possible anti-viral vaccines 
is going forward continuously. At 
present the use of gamma globulin 
for polio as well as measles is of 
fascinating interest.

members. The luncheon was the 
new President's only appointment 
today; the White House said he 
hoped to catch up on paper work. 


White House ushers said the new 


President has started the heaviest 
flow of legislators to the presiden- 
tial table since the days of another 
Republican chief executive, Calvin 
Coolidge. 


Coolidge had scores of senators 


and House members of both par- 
ties to the White House at a long 
series of breakfasts. 


Eisenhower's original announced 


plan was to limit his congressional 
luncheon guests to members of his 
own party. But the White House 
announced Thursday that he now 
hopes to include all 435 -House 
members and 96 senators in invita- 
tions to future luncheons, to be 
held about twice a week. 


The White House stresses that 


these luncheons are purely social 
affairs, held to give Eisenhower a 
chance to meet informally the men 
who can make or break his legis- 
lative programs.

And, as he has 
mercifully done in various other 
similar cases, so also in this one 
he has not omitted to intervene, 
insofar as is was permitted him 
by the lack of every official rela- 
tion with the competent U. S. gov- 
ernment authorities." 


Vatican sources mentioned no 


specific cases where the Pope had 
intervened, pointing out this was 
against policy. Whether he ever 
had asked for mercy for Commu- 
nists facing death was not known 
but the Vatican newspaper's state- 
ment made clear political convic- 
tions would be irrelevant where 
charity and 
mercy were con- 


cerned. 


The indication that lack of U. S. 


diplomatic representation at the

Farm-State Congressmen 
Attack Ag Chiefs Speech 


WASHINGTON Ult— Farm-state 


congressmen fired harsh words to- 
day at the first official speech of 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson, 
also on the receiving end of criti- 
cism about falling farm prices. 


Eisenhower administration farm 


officials are puzzled. Further, they 
hardly know what to do about com- 
plaints that Benson is not taking 
aggressive action to halt the farm 
price decline. 


In St. Paul Wednesday 
night 


Benson advised farmers to rely 
more on ' themselves and less on 
government aid. He declared that 
"inefficiency should not be sub- 
sidized in agriculture or any other 
economy, and 
relief 
programs 


should be operated as such." 


The farm officials point out, in 


off-the-record discussions, that Ben- 
son had pledged to carry out faith- 
fully all the price 'support pro- 
grams set up by the preceding 
Democratic administration. 


In no case, they say, 'has a price 


support 
commitment 
made • by 


Benson's Democratic predecessor, 
Charles F. Brannan. been aban- 
doned. 


Most of the criticism of Benson's 


speech came from Democrats, glee- 
ful over what they feel is going to 
be a key issue in the 1954 congres- 
sional 
elections, particularly 
if 


farm prices keep sliding. 


But one Republican senator, 


Young of North Dakota, comment- 
ed that "if President Eisenhower 
had expressed the same views in 
the campaign, he wouldn't have re- 
ceived the votes. of the farm 
states." 


Benson said price 
supports 


should not be used to encourage 
"uneconomic production" of heavy 
surpluses. He called for a shift 
away from "government bounty" 
and toward "free enterprise" in 
agriculture. 


.Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn) said, 


"The time to prevent disaster is 
before it happens." 


Sen. Maybank (D-SC) said, "If 


this speech is an indication of the 
policy-thinking on the part of the 
new secretary, then God help the 
poor, hard-worxmg dirt farmers 
of this country because they cer- 


tainly will not find a friend in th« 
Department of Agriculture." 


Sen. Monroney (D-Okla) said it 


the agriculture secretary "intends 
to wait until disaster strikes tht 
farm economy before he tries to 
remedy it, he will find it will take 
him longer" than his four-year ten- 
ure of office to end a farm depres- 
sion."

The situation on price supports is 


this: 


Such major crops as wheat, corn, 


cotton, rice, tobacco and peanut* 
are being supported at 90 per cent 
of parity—the minimum level set 
by Congress under the Truman ad- 
ministration. Parity is a calculated 
price said by law to be fair to 
farmers in terms of the things 
they must buy. 


Other crops and products are be- 


ing supported at levels set by 
Brannan. Only in the case of beef 
cattle, hogs, poultry, eggs, and 
some fruits and vegetables are 
there no price supports. Much of 
the recent decline in prices has 
been in the livestock field. 


Benson aides 
point out that 


Brannan did not choose to set up 
price supports for meat' animals 
and poultry products, and often 
contended it was not feasible to 
support these livestock items be- 
cause Congress had failed to pro- 
vide a workable method. 


Benson assistants also note that 


the cattle industry has consistently 
opposed both government pric* 
supports and controls.

experiments involving several hun- 
dred white rats. She found that 
those which spent 12 weeks atop 
14-150-foot Mt. Evans, west of Den- 
ver, suffered stunted growth. Oth- 
er rats kept at mile-high Denver, 
or at 10,700-foot Echo Lake, were 
not thus affected. 


The rate experiments, she ex- 


plained, were undertaken original- 
ly in connection with inter-univer- 
sity cosmic rays studies on Mt. 
Evans. There was a question, over 
housing for' families of scientists 
from Massachusetts 
Institute of 


T e c h n O'lo g y , Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton and Denver universities. 


The troubles of rats in the rare- 


fied, lower-pressure atmosphere of 
Mt. Evans led ,she said, to be- 
liefs that prolonged stays at high 
altitudes were "not advisable for 
younesters." Housing for the sci- 


entists' families was therefore ar- 
ranged below two-mile high Echo 
Lake.

Knockin' 'Em Down 


By STEVE XAGY 
Bowler-of-the-Year 


It Is surprising to see the num- 


ber of bowlers who drop the ball 
on the approach behind the foul 
line. 


Yet most of these bowlers would 


swear they do no such thing. 


The most common reason for 


dropping the ball on the approach, 
assuming you have a properly fit- 
ted ball, is a matter of incorrect 
timing. The upper half of your 
body—shoulders, arms and hands 
—is ready to deliver the ball be- 
fore the lower half of your body. 


This lack of coordination natu- 


rally causes you to release the 
ball before you have completed 
your slide to the foul line with 
your left foot. 


Looking into the fault even fur- 


ther, this poor timing can gen- 
erally be traced to an obvious at- 
tempt to force the ball into the 
backswing at too fast a pace. 


Most people force a ball in an 


effort to obtain greater speed, fce- 
lleving that great speed to neces- 
sary for high scores. * 


This is not true.

MT. MORRIS—"A well-equipped 


fire district will more than offset 
.the slight increase in taxes by 
jnaking .lower fire insurance rates 
available to all residents of the dis- 
trict," stated A. C. Higby, trustee 
of the Illinois Fire Protection asso- 
ciation and president of the Dixon 
fire district, at the town meeting 
Tuesday night which discussed the 
proposed fire district for Mt. Mor- 
ris and surrounding area. 
'.Higby, who has over 40 years of 
experience in fire protection work, 
was the principal speaker at a 
meeting sponsored by the Junior 
chamber of commerce, promoters 
of the Mt. Morris fire district. A 
crowd of residems of the area 
heard all sides of the issue and 
then participated in an open dis- 
cussion in typical town-meeting 
style. 


Termed Inadequate 


After tracing the history of fire 


fighting through the past 75 years, 
Higby pointed out that fire protec- 
tion is still inadequate in many 
areas. Up to 4,000 persons are kill- 
ed annually in rural fires alone, 
which also have resulted in over 
§100 million damage. 


This toll in life and properly can 


be reduced to a great extent by the 
fire district program, Higby assert- 
ed. 
. Jaycee President Rex Parsons 
welcomed' the farmers, business- 
men and other citizens who attend- 
ed the meeting and concluded his 
opening remarks with the state- 
ment that the only reason his or- 
ganization has backed the fire dis- 
trict proposal was "to encourage 
progress in community betterment

Presents Legal View 


Village Attorney Paul Rees pre- 


sented the legal aspects of setting 
up the fire district and stated that 
the three'trustees appoihted by the 
county court would be required to 
prepare an annual budget for the 
district before a tax levy could be 
made. 


That levy can not exceed $1.25 on 


each $1,000 of assessed valuation, 
Kees pointed out. 


In the open discussion period 


which followed, Rees was asked 
what would become of any surplus 
left .over from a previous year of 
operation of the district. He re- 
plied that any surplus would be 
turned back for the next year, .with 
a subsequent reduction in the tax 
rate to meet the needed appropria- 
tion for that year's fire district 
budget. 


Rees pointed out that the trustees 


would receive a token salary of $50 
annually and would be responsible 
for the entire administration of the 
district. The' first big job of 'the 
trustees for the district would be 
to survey the present fire depart- 
ment and determine what equip- 
ment would be needed. 


This, of course, would be done 


with the help of fire equipment ex- 
perts, he added. 


Higby added that if. sufficient 


funds are available, the fire dis- 
trict should have paid firemen, if 
possible, to supplement the regular 
force of volunteers. 


The fire expert concluded his re- 


marks with the statement that "no 
community can afford to be with- 
out proper fire protection." Higby 
stated that this protection is in 
fact one of the best investments 
a property owner can make. 


"One factor which is beyond 


price," Higby said, "is the saving 
of human life through adequate fire 
protection."

Trade-Tariff 
Conflict Looms in Congress 


Problem: How to Boost World 
Trade and Not Hurt Industr 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK Wl — The thorny 


problem of boosting our trade with 
the rest of the world—without at 
the same time hurting American 
industry and labor—appears due 
for an early go-round in Congress. 


There'll probably be quite a fight. 


They're choosing up sides, as to 
day's developments show: 


1. The President and congres 


sional leaders confer on the exten- 
sion of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act, due to expire in June. 
This law gives the President the 
power to cut U. S. tariffs within 
certain limits. It is roundly op- 
posed by a number of American 
business groups. 


2. Several other business groups 


are stepping up their drives to get 
the law extended—and give the 
President more power to cut 
levies. 


3. Canada protests against some 


curbs we place against importation 
of her products. 


4. A United Nation study group 


gets into the act with some free 
advice to Latin America and Eur-

ope—suggesting they trade more 
with each other, and less with the 
United States. The U.N. report 
says "over-importation" of U. S. 
goods keeps other countries in fi- 
nancial hot water. 


The drive to spur world trade is 


two-pronged. 


First, th argument is that if oth- 


er nations could sell more of their 
goods here, Uiey wouldn't be ask- 
ing for so much direct aid from 
U. S. taxpayers. 


Second, if they sell more here, 


they'll have more dollars to buy 
the products of U. S. farms and 
factories—and our exports 
from 


both sources have been slipping in 
recent months because our over- 
seas customers say they are out of 
cash. 


Two measures are likely to be 


pushed in Congress. One of the ex- 
tension of the trade treaties—we 
lower our tariffs in return for con- 
cessions made by other nations. 


The second measure likely to be 


pushed in Congress is for the sim- 
plification of our customs regula- 
tions.

Youth Iteleased 
From Prison; Had

CHICAGO MP>— Howard Lang, 18, 


jailed for beating a boy who testi- 
fied against him in a murder trial 
six years ago, will be released to- 
day, Warden Frank Sain said 
Thursday. 


Sain said Lang's one-year sen- 


tence in the Bridewell was shorten- 
ed for good behavior. He was com- 
mitted March 18, 1952, for assault- 
ing Gerald Michalek, 13. 


Michalek testified against Lang 


in 1947, when Lang was tried and 
convicted of fatally beating and 
stabbing Lonnie Fellick, 7. The 
Illinois Supreme Court later re- 
versed the conviction and Lang 
was freed. 


Michalek said Lang beat him in 


revenge for his testimony at the 
murder trial.

Army to Test 
Substitute for 
Blood Plasma 


WASHINGTON -W_ The Army 


today authorized its doctors to test 
a sugar substance called "Dex- 
tran" as a substitute for blood 
plasma, but urged that public blood 
donation continue undiminished. 


Col. 
John R. Wood, Army chief 


medical researcher, told The Asso- 
ciated Press the tests will be car- 
ried out in the Far East, Europe 
and the United States. 


The idea is to see if Dextran is 


safer and 
cheaper 
than blood 


plasma in treating shock resulting 
from war wounds, burns or injury 
and in aiding patients undergoing 
surgical operations. 


Plasma sometimes can cause a 


liver disease^ known as "serum 
hepatatis." , Dextran, Army dictors 
said, is free of that hazard and 
costs $6.50 a pint compared with 
$27 for blood plasma. 


The colonel said; major use of

would 
cut 
down 
the 


Army's requirements for blood 
plasma, but whole blood—for which 
there is no substitute—will still 
be needed.

Fuel Imports 
Hurt in State, 
Congress Told 


WASHINGTON-*^—Rep. Bishop 


(R-I11) says large imports of resid- 
ual fuel oil exert a "depressing 
influence" on Southern Illinois' coal 
industry. 


Bishop and several other House 


members 
from 
coal producing 


states Thursday introduced bills to 
limit residual fuel oil imports to 
five percent of the domestic de- 
man for such fuel. 


Residual fuel oil is what is left 


after gasoline and other products 
of the refining process are removed 
from crude oil. 


It is "competitive with coal for 


the generation of electric power

Bishop tol dthe House, "the amount 
of such oil imported into the East 
coast of this country last year wa« 
sufficient to inflict a 31 million ton 
loss on coal's markets." 


Illinois' coal production dropped 


from 54 million tons in 1951 to 4« 
million tons in 1952 and the de- 
cline left "a thousand 'of our min- 
ers without a single day's work for 
the entire year," Bishop said. 


One estimate of U.S. wealth of 


the United States, which excludes
